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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-10, filed 5/21/07, with respect to claim 6 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-21 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Although the background of the present application (prior art) discloses a method of 

correcting the coma aberration of the objective lens by a skilled worker, and Terashi et al. (US 

6,728,185) discloses an apparatus for automatically adjusting an optical unit to correct coma 

aberration of the objective lens; however, none of these references nor any reference of record 

disclose a controller controlling the driving part to correct the coma aberration of the objective 

lens by calculating a coma aberration value based on a centroid difference between beam 

images having minimum coma aberration and a beam image having some coma aberration, 

where the beam images having the minimum coma aberration and the beam image having 

some coma aberration area captured by the optical system, and determining whether the 

actuator passes inspection by comparing the calculated coma aberration value with a 

predetermined reference value. Since claim 6 is now incorporated into all independent claims, 

claims SSS'are therefore allowed.
